Toronto, Out., Sept. 7.—A special to 
the Globe from Cornwall, giving de¬ 
tails of Tuesday's bridge accident 
there, says the cause of the disaster 
will not be positively known until div¬ 
ers have searched the wreck lying iu 
the bottom of the HI. Lawrence. The 
river is divided by Cornwall island, 
and the scene of the disaster was In 
the south channel. There are two 
stone piers In the center of thestreum, 
supporting three spans of Iron work, 
each 300 feet long und 37 above high 
water. 

Whi r# lbs Aerldsot Ccntsrsd. 

The accident centered around the 
pier nearer the south, or American 
shore. It was about three minutes to 
the noon hour when the workmen on 
that part of the bridge saw two of the 
southern spans give way beneath them, 
and they were crushed in the wreck. 
None of them can give a clear idea of 
what happened, and there will prob¬ 
ably be expensive litigation before 
the liability Ik placed. 

Tbs Coulrnctlng Companl*.. 

The piers nudinnson work were built 
by the Sooy Smith company, of New 
York, and the iron work by the I’hoe- 
nix Bridge Co., of Fhoenixvllle, l'n.. 
The masonry, though not formally 
accepted, was practically completed, 
and all the nn-ii at work were em¬ 
ployes of the bridge company. Natur¬ 
ally, therefore, the tendency, so far 
as it Is based on the testimony of em¬ 
ployes, is to blame tho Sooy Smith 
company. On tlic other hand, there 
Is the emphatic statement of an eye¬ 
witness to the contrary. 

What CapL Bonner Kssr. 

Capt. llonner.on tlic tug Braver,was 
a slmrt distance below the bridge at 
the time, and says that the southerly 
span collapsed first, pulling the plrr 
and the next span with It towards tho 
American shore. The spans which fell 
had just been completed, and the false 
work underneath wns being removed, 
and It is possible that In some way the 
bridge wan injured. 

Another Theory. 

Another theory Is that the founda¬ 
tion of the pier had been undermined 
by water and crumbled away, drag¬ 
ging down the bridge. In that ease 
the pier would not show signs of be¬ 
ing pulled towards th* southern shore, 
but would be directly In the channel 
of the river. Only a thorough Invest I- 
gntfon can settle tho point.

Colorado Springs, Col., Sept. 7.—Tha 
political war between the two factions 
of the silver republiean party resulted 
In the death of Charles Harris, of Den¬ 
ver. It was the result of an attempt 
by the Broad faction to capture the 
opera house, which was guarded by 
the Sprague faction. 

At four o'clock a rush was made by 
73 or 100 of the Broad men from both 
front and rear of the building, and thn 
Sprague men, who held pottarsslon, in 
rt-[)eliing the attack fired a volley into 
their assailants, and Uarris fell with 
a bullet through the abdomen. 

VYhorn tha Shooting Occurred. 

The shooting occurred just outside 
the opera house door. Several arrests 
have been made. The man who fired 
the shot which struck Harris is un¬ 
doubtedly In custody, but his name 
can not now be ascertained. 

The tragedy was preceded by the ac¬ 
tion of National Chairman Townc, in 
removing Richard Broad from thn 
chairmanship of the state committee, 
on the ground of "disloyalty to the sil¬ 
ver republican party and the cause It 
stands for,” it being alleged that lie 
bad joined In a conspiracy with 
friends of Senator Wolcott to defeat 
the proposed fusion with democrats 
auil populists.

Sprague, representing the 
Teller and Townc delegates, obtained 
possession of the opera house in which 
the convention la to meet, and refused 
to surrender it at thr demand of ex-

Mark* of tha Bullets. 

The sliding doors which form the 
entrance to the auditorium show the 
effects of the shooting. Thn right- 
hnml door, aa the room Is entered. Is 
perforated with the bullets from a 
Winchester, and a ball also lodged In 
the left door. Both were fired from 
the inside of the room and arc about 
as high as a man's head from the 
floor. 

Harris Didn't Live L»f. 

ifnrris died soon after he was shot. 
Another man was struck in the cheek 
by the same bullet that killed Uarris. 
Sheriff Boynton and Chief Gathright 
took control of the opera house, and 
made a thorough search. The sheriff 
said they discovered a whola arsenal 
In the building. The officers seised 
six Winchester rifles and ten revolv¬ 
ers. 

The opera house Is now In (losses- 
slon of the |iolice, deputy sheriffs and 
adherents of ex-Chalrman Broad. No 
one is allowed to approach the doors. 

Chairman Blood'* Statement. 

Mr. Blood says that the armed force 
which entered the opera house was 
beaded by Sbrrlff W. S. Boynton and 
Frank lfovvbert, collector of the In¬ 
ternal revenue, and policemen in uni¬ 
form, and that four or five of the men 
who were, in possession of the hall 
were arrested without any warrant or 
process of law whatever, and thrown 
into jail. 

Ex-Chairiuan Broad say* he was 
justified In tnklng forcible possession 
under a lease made with him on 
August 33 last, which Manager Nye 
violated by turning It over lo Charles 
8 . Sprague.

tary ol War was so situated that 
thorough protection was given the 
people ol the United States Irom 
the danger ol yellow fever conta¬ 
gion. 

"The soldiers upon their arrival 
at this place received every care 
and bounty which could be pro¬ 
cured by money. The President 
and Secretary ol War directed that 
their health and comlort should he 
cared for without reference to ex¬ 
pense, and in addition the people 
within a circle of 100 miles vied 
with each other in shipping to 
them car loads and steamboat 
loads of luxuries of all kinds. 

"I have just finished my daily 
inspection of the hospitals. With 
rare exceptions, the sick arc cheer¬ 
ful and improving. I have nurses 
and doctors to care for them, and 
in all my many tours I have not 
lottnd a single patient who made 
the slightest complaint. 

"It is true there has been suf¬ 
fering, and great suffering. The 
climate of Cuba was very severe 
upon all our soldiers, hut instead 
of complaining, the hearts of 
those brave men arc filled with 
gratitude to the people for the 
bounteous generosity which has 
been extended to them.

Coaling Ship In Jnpan. 

ti make* one of the strangest sight* of 
Ihe queer Orient, with ila teeming million* 
ol peculiar people, lo see fifty or a hundred 
women with an equal number of men 
coaliag a ibip in the pretty harbor of Na¬ 
gasaki. It I* laid that at one time the work 
wea done almost esclusively by womeo.but 
■ hat latterly ihe girls and women have 
been gradually giving way to their coolie 
brothers and sou* Many continue al ibe 
work, however, and it wilt probably be 
year* before the custom disappear*. The 
coaling at Nagasaki la done from lighters 
and a aeries of elevated and Inclined plat¬ 
forms that resemble a step ladder are af- 
fiied to the aide of the vessel. They reach 
from the deck of Ihe lighter lo the mam 
deck of ibe steamer or ship. The coal is 
tundled in small baskets that will bold 
from thirty lo forty pounds The coolies 
form in line on the ladder-like scaffold and 
the baskets are quickly passed from one to 
another. The best homo illustration of 
the process is to be found in Ibe old Amer¬ 
ican bucket brigade working on a root fire. 
The coal passers work very quickly, and 
ooe gang ol mised coolies working from 
several lighters has been known lo give a 
■hip 43} too* in an hour. 

In lbs distribution of work among a gang 
of cooties, the woman la shown no favors. 
Al the bottom of the line the first lift be¬ 
comes longer as the coal recedes in the 
lighter, and at the lop of tba line Ihe lift 
over the rail is bard and the woman could 
be favored by placing her in the ceoter.

The War Loan. 

The recent popular loan has 
been a revelation not only to for¬ 
eign nations, but to the American 
people themselves, who had not 
before discovered that they had 
suclt unbounded confidence in our 
resources and present institutions. 
The enormous amount of $1,400,- 
000,000 was subscribed to the 
$300,000,000 loan at the lowest 
rate of interest at which any na¬ 
tion ever disposed ol its obliga¬ 
tions in time of war. 

There were two syndicate bids 
each for the entire issue, but the 
loan has gone entirely to individ¬ 
uals in amounts of $4,500 or less. 
More than half the loan was taken 
in subscriptions of $500 or less. 
Some 330,000 people applied for 
bonds, or nearly 100,000 more 
than the number of soldiers en¬ 
listed for the war with Spain. As¬ 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
Vandcrlip set forth these and 
many more interesting facts about 
the war loan in a paper read be¬ 
fore the American Social Science 
Association at Saratoga last week.

the soldiers, not only in Cuba, 
but since tludr arrival at this place. 
Nearly 20,000 men were brought 
from a yellow fever district to the 
United States. It would have 
been criminal to have landed them 
ami allowed them to go promis¬ 
cuously among the people. It has 
been stated by physicians that if it 
had been done yellow fever would 
have spread through many of our 
slab s. 

piMIciillle* Overcome. 

"To avoid such a catastrophe, a 
point which is more throughly iso¬ 
lated from the people than any 
other locality which could be 
found was selected. By these 
wise moans the country has been 
saved from a scourge of tills fear¬ 
ful disease. 

"Every one will realize that to 
land 18,000 men and put them on 
bare fields without auy building 
whatever could not be done 
wilbout some hardshijis. Over 
5000 very sick men have been 
received in the general hos|>ital, 
and as many more sick have been 
cared for in the camps, and yet 
only about sixty deaths have oc¬ 
curred in these hosjdtals. 

"Tents had to he erected and 
hospitals constructed, and prepar¬ 
ations made to supply those 18,000 
men with wholesome water, food, 
medicines, physicians, nurses, hos¬ 
pital furniture, cooks, wagons, am¬ 
bulances and the other needs es¬ 
sential to caring for 18,000, fully 
half of whom are very six or in a 
feeble physical condition. In ad¬ 
dition to this, most of the bedding 
and much of the clothing was left 
in Santiago to prevent yellow fever 
infection. All of these deficiencies 
have had to be supplied. We have 
but one line ol railroad to bring 
these supplies,and sometimes there 
have been delays,”

The War ol The Future. 

[From Tbe Louisville Toil.) 

If we are to have a war hereafter 
it must be a war so arranged that 
no one can regret it. 

It must be a war in which no one 
can be hurt, and all wounds or 
death being in violation of regula¬ 
tions must be investigated by a 
Congressional committee. 

There must be an abundance of 
food, and it must be of the most 
varied character. 

Water must be Apollinaris 
water, exclusively furnished in ice 
bottles. 

Eggs must be "laid on the ta¬ 
ble" at every meal. 

Men must not be permitted to 
overtax themselves. 

Guard duty must be performed 
by some electric contrivance. Sol¬ 
diers must all be kept within a 
climate to which they have been 
accustomed. 

All campaigns must be arranged 
alter the summer heat, before the 
winter cold, and all rains must l»e 
forbidden. 

Transportation by sea must be 
arranged only in a calm, as sea¬ 
sickness unnerves a soldier as it 
does a private citizen. 

In other words, war, instead of 
being a long tragedy, must be a 
long, sweet song; a regular honey¬ 
moon in fact, and soldiers must be 
encouraged to enlist in the same 
regiment as their wives.
